~ Says Misunderstandings 
Must Go and Teamwork 
Start In Post-War 


A. E. of L. President William 


Green challenged the American | 
legion to wake up and recog-| 
nize labor’s achievements in) 


|for a working partnership between 


|the legion and the federation dur- | 
|ing the crucial post-war period. 

He emphasized that the AFL will 
be glad to join with the legion in 
| helping to establish a peace-time 
economy “which will assure to vet- | 


'to businessmen alike the widest op- | 
| portunities to enjoy and to improve | 
|the American way of life.” | 
Addressing the legion’s annual | 
|econvention in Chicago, Mr. Green | 
| pointed out that the AFL and the | 
\legion are in complete agreement | 
|on many basic principles and poli- 
cies. Among these he listed allegi- 
ance to American institutions, ab- 
horrence of totalitarianism in any 
|form, insistence on the establish- 
|ment of lasting peace by interna- 
tional action, determination to keep 
America’s national defense strong 
after the war ends and aspirations 
to banish “the last vestiges of pov- 
erty, ignorance and intolerance 
from our beloved land.” 

It is therefore unfortunate, he 
said, that misunderstandings and 
differences have arisen which make 
it difficult “for the members of our 
two organizations to achieve com- 
plete unity of thought and action.” 

Such misunderstandings have de- 
veloped, Mr. Green charged, be- 
cause representatives of the legion 
have been quick to condemn labor 
because of strikes but have re- 
mained strangely silent on labor’s 
wartime achievements, even while 
the nation’s leaders have given la- 
bor unqualified praise. 

“I think it would “be altogether 
fitting and appropriate,” the AFL | 
|chief declared, “for the American | 
legion to accord to American work- 
ers a measure of credit for their 
service to the nation in its time of 
need. I think such action by the 
legion would go far toward cement- 


s 


ing the bonds of friendship which 
have existed so long between the 
American legion and the American | 
Federation of Labor.” 
Marking a distinction between 
the policy of the AFL and re- 
cent insurgent developments 
in certain CIO unions, Mr. 

Green said: | 

“Our seven million members gave | 
their no-strike pledge for the dura- | 
tion of the war and they are de-| 
termined to live up to it faithfully | 
until the American flag flies over | 
the ramparts of Berlin and Tokyo | 
and our enemies surrender uncon- | 
ditionally.” 

Mr. Green devoted a large par-| 
tion of his address to a discussion 
of steps taken by AFL unions to | 
help returning servicemen get jobs. | 
| He stressed the fact that the| 
|AFL has urged all its unions to) 
{admit honorably discharged ser- 
vicemen into membership without | 
payment of initiation fees. He 
pointed out that the 1,500,000 ser- 
vicemen who are AFL members 
have been kept in good standing 
| without payment of dues and that 
their seniority has been protected | 
by their unions. | 

Finally, Mr. Green pledged | 
the AFL to strive for a more ef- 
fective national program for the 
rehabilitation of disabled ser- 
vicemen so that they can be- 
come useful self-sustaining citi- 
zens despite their handicaps. 

“America’s debt to those who have | 
given their lives in the war can) 
never be repaid,” Mr. Green con- | 
cluded, “but we can and must do} 
everything possible to make up to) 
those who will return the oppor- | 
tunities they have sacrificed, and 
the hardships they have endured. 
|Toward the attainment of these 
goals, the workers of America will 
be proud to march hand-in-hand 
with the members of the American 
legion and the veterans of this 
war.”

GREEN CHALLENGES LEGION 


‘HEP” ON LABOR 


HIGHLIGHTS OF GREEN'S ADDRESS 
Highlights of AFL President William Green's address before the 
convention of the American Legion at the Chicago Coliseum follow: 


It is our responsibility and our highest duty, in the days and weeks and 
months to come, to bend every effort to bring the day of final victory 
closer by supporting our fighting forces to the limit here on the home 
front. 

It is also our responsibility and our great privilege to make full 
preparation for the early return of our servicemen and to provide 
them with every opportunity to make up for lost time, to earn a good 
living when they resume civilian status and to build a future for 
themselves and their families 
Let me emphasize as strongly as I can that the American Federation 

of Labor has fought, is fighting and will continue to fight to guarantee 
these opportunities for the servicemen of our nation. 

To achieve this objective, the seven million members of the American 
Federation of Labor will be most happy to work together with the 


cisco Printing Specialties and Paper | erans, to workers, to farmers and |servicemen and the organizations that represent them. 


It is indeed reassuring to the future security of our own country and 
the world that the vast membership of the American Federation of Labor 
and the American legion see eye to eye on the basic post-war issues that 
confront us. : 

We share, equally, our allegiance to America and to the institutions of 
freedom and democracy which make it great. 

We abhor, equally, any and all forms of totalitarianism and are deter- 
mined that such hateful philosophies must never gain sway in our land. 
This is particularly important because, when the war ends, we will be 
confronted with a chaotic world. Poverty, unrest and hate will follow in 
the wake of this war’s destruction. What happens in other countries may 


|carry a contagion to ours. It will be a time for clear thinking and the 


exercise of self-discipline—a time to pursue a steadfast and undeviating 
course with the object of preserving our free American institutions. 
Notwithstanding any differences or misunderstandings on other issues, 
the American Federation of Labor and the American legion must unite 
during that crucial post-war period to keep America as it has been and 
now is—a free land—and to prevent the infiltration of subversive forces 
into our social, political and industrial life. That is our mutual and our 
chief objective. 

We are, at the same time, determined, equally, that the national 
defense of America must be kept strong at the close of this war to 
make doubly certain that no future Pearl harbors will again threaten 
our national safety. 

And, finally, we aspire, equally, to the time when the last vestiges of 
poverty, ignorance and intolerance can be banished forever from our be- 
loved land and the American way of life can be fully appreciated by all 
cur people. 

On all of these policies, principles and objectives there is complete 
agreement between the American Federation of Labor and the American 
legion. It is, therefore, unfortunate, that during the war program certain 
misunderstandings and differences have arisen which make it more 
difficult for the members of our two organizations to achieve complete 
unity of thought and action. And it is highly important that such mis- 
understandings be promptly eradicated because a great majority of the 
millions of young men now serving in the armed forces will in the for- 
seeable future return home and join both our organizations. 

On Labor day, only three weeks ago, the president of the United States, 
commander-in-chief of our armed forces, said: 

“American workers ... made possible the greatest production achieve- 
ment in the world’s history.” 

In a radio broadcast on that same day, General Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
supreme allied commander in Europe said: 

“From this battlefront American fighting troops send their grateful 
thanks to the workers of America for having made this the best equipped 
fighting force in all history. Each of you justly shares in the credit for 
the tremendous successes the united nations have gained on this im- 


| portant front.” 


Gen. H. H. Arnold, chief of the army air forces, said: 

“Labor delivered the goods—the airplanes, tanks, guns and ammuni- 
tion. Goals regarded as visionary were attained and left behind.” 

Secretary of the Navy Forrestal said: 

“The good news from every battlefront today is a tribute to achieve- 
ment of American labor over the paSt year.” 

Chairman Donald M. Nelson of the war production board said: 

“Labor has done a magnificent job since Pearl Harbor.” 

The senate war investigating committee has said, in an official report: 

“The job that has been done by American labor not only assures that 
victory will be won but it assures that it will be won more quickly and 
with fewer casualties.” 

I assure you that these tributes-and hundreds of others from indivi- 
duals of lesser rank proved very gratifying and inspiring to the nation’s 
loyal army of workers who have given unstintingly of their sweat, their 
skill and their genius to the heavy tasks of war production in the long 
and unremitting grind since Pearl harbor. 

But there was one surprising omission. Search high and low, the 
workers of our country could not find a single expression of this kind 
from any qualified spokesman for the American legion. And they 
remember quite well that in time past, when a great clamor arose in 
the press and the radio against labor, condemnatory statements from 
legion representatives were plentiful and prominent. This is a cir- 
cumstance which gives rise to the unfortunate misunderstandings to 
which I referred previously. 

I think it would be altogether fitting and appropriate for the American 
legion to give due recognition to these facts and to.accord to American 
workers a measure of credit for their service to the nation in its time of 
need. I think such action by the legion would go far toward cementing 
the bonds of friendship which have existed so long between the Amer- 
ican legion and the American Federation of Labor. 


LABOR LEAGUE FOR HUMAN 
RIGHTS EXPLAINS FURTHER 


The following remarks from Mr. 


Lew C. G. Blix, California regional 
director of the labor league for 
human rights, are beimg printed to 
|clear up any misunderstanding that 
|might have occurred: 
| “My report as included in the 
| weekly news letter of the California 
State Federation of Labor, under 
date of August 30, 1944, has appar- 
ently been interpreted by officials 
|of the California state war chest 
land agencies associated therewith, 
‘to mean that participation of the 
| AFL in its cooperation with the war 
| chest and red cross is to be with- 
| drawn. I want to go on record that 
no such action was or_ is intended. 
“We of the AFL feel that our 
contributions to the 1943 cam- 
paign made a creditable show- 
ing and we have consistently 
felt that in the 1944 campaign 


“We still are of the opinion that 
we will exceed the figures of 1943 
but certainly not to the extent that 
we had hoped because of the handi- 
cap placed on labor through the 
expense and effort which must now 
be devoted to the defeat of proposi- 
tion No. 12. 


“Allow me to reiterate that labor 
intends to support to the fullest 
measure of its ability, the worth- 
while charitable causes even 
though it be forced to carry an ad- 
ditional burden in the form of its 
fight to kill proposition No. 12.”

I will 
try and tell you in brief why you 
belong to a labor union. 

You and everyone else organized 
and unorganized alike are search- 
ing for security. By security I 
mean the right to work at good 
wages, the right to have a home 
and children, the right to have 
plenty of food on the table and the 
ability to save an amount so that 
you feel secure against any dis- 
aster that might happen. Also, a 
good education for your children, 
as far as they wish to go in this | 
direction. Security against want 
when your services are no longer 
as much in demand as they were in 
your younger days and security 
against a pauper’s grave. 

These are the things you are 
working for. These are the things 
that labor organizations have as 
their objective for you and they 
are only to be obtained through free 
men having the right to form labor 
organizations to bargain collectively 
with the employer. The employer 
cannot bargain with each one of 
you as an individual. This is just 
plain impractical. 

Proposition No. 12 would destroy 
collective bargaining agreements 
now in existence and would make 
it impossible to have future bar- 
gaining collective agreements ne- 
gotiated between you and your em- 
ployer.

“He then made it a point to get 
to the press with the information 
before anything could be done about 
it. However, upon the return of 
the judge advocate to the assembly 
he immediately contacted the na- 
tional judge advocate of our or- 
ganization and demanded that the 
action taken be declared illegal.

tachment some 300 odd strong we 
do assure you that we as individuals 
will take every step necessary to 
defeat the proposition as we deem 
it decidedly anti-union.” 

Commandant Roy DeMartini as- 
sured the federation that the final 
action taken on this matter would 
be the means of recementing the 
close relationship between the ma- 
rine corps league of California and 
the American Federation of Labor, 
so that cooperation would continue 
in the future as it has in the past. 
By this action, the marine corps 
league has again demonstrated its 
loyalty to labor in California, and it 
clearly indicates that the veterans 
are fully aware of the danger at- 
tached to proposition No. 12, and 
that they will express that opposi- 
tion at the polls in November. 

Other groups and organiza- 
tions which have gone on record 
opposing proposition No. 12 are 
the Sacramento city council, 
city council of Colton, Kern 
county board of supervisors, and 
the Sacramento council of 
churches. Numerous other civic 
bodies and public-spirited or- 
ganizations are in the process 
of taking a stand against 

proposition No. 12. 

The federation wishes to urge 
upon all its members the need of 
being as economical as_ possible 
with the literature that is being 
distributed, and to see that the best 
use possible is made of it. Not_only 
are the members expected to read 
it, but they should see that at least 
five other citizens in their respec- 
tive communities have an oppor- 
tunity to study the various pam- 
phlets and other literature issued 
by the federation. Only in this way 
can we get our message to the 
voters in this state and assure the 
defeat of proposition No. 12 in 
November.

It has long been the public policy of both the United States 
and California to protect and encourage the right of organiza- 
tion for mutual protection and benefit. This policy is based on 
the fact of the helplessness of the unorganized worker when 
dealing with his employer. Proposition No. 12 would substitute 
for the above broad, democratic policy, a narrow, selfish, 
bigotted one. 

The sponsors of the proposed amendment, a small group of 
southern California business firms and industry associations 
who have always opposed the legitimate_ functions of labor 
unions, would thrust upon the citizens of California the estab- 
lishment of a public policy against the right of organization and 
against the benefits stemming from collective bargaining. 

As it is written today, the labor code of the state of California 
guarantees the right of every individual to join a union and to 
enjoy the benefits of collective bargaining free from fear of 
employment discrimination. The guarantee is also explicit in 
the national labor relations act. Under these policies, it is illegal 
for anyone to interfere with these express rights.

Another Black Eye Given 
“Hot Cargo” Law By Court 


Another black eye was pasted on 
the “hot cargo” law when Superior 
Judge M. G. Woodward of San Joa- 
quin county sustained demurrers of 
all defendants to a complaint 
brought under the “hot cargo” 
law. The suit in this case was 
similar to the one involving the Los 
Angeles Building Trades Council 
wherein two judges sustained ob- 
jections to the complaint which at- 
tempted to hold the building trades 
council and its members liable to 
an injunction and heavy damages 
for a secondary boycott under the 
terms of the so-called “hot cargo” 
act. 

In sustaining the 
Judge Woodward said: 

“A large number of so-called la- 
bor cases have gone before courts 
of last resort during the last de- 
cade. I have had occasion to read 
many of these cases and I feel that 
I understand the drift of the judi- 
cial opinion as exemplified in the 
decisions of the United States su- 
preme court and the supreme court 
of California.”
